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PREFACE 


This  is  the  first  attempt  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  to  put 
together  in  one  handbook  guidelines  for  a  Bureau-wide  signs  program. 
It  is  intended  that  the  handbook  will  be  a  means  of  keeping  our  stand- 
ards high,  achieving  uniformity,  and  co-ordinating  the  signs  activity 
throughout  the  various  offices  and  functions  of  the  Bureau. 

The  contents  of  this  handbook  do  not  cover  all  signing  situations  that 
might  exist  or  arise.  The  guidelines  are  necessarily  general  and  are 
not  intended  to  curtail  the  initiative  and  ingeniiity  of  the  operating 
personnel.   Sections  9130,  9131,  and  9132  give  instructions  which  will 
be  incorporated  in  the  BLM  Manual.   Sectior*  9135  is  handbook  type 
material  giving  more  detailed  procedure  and  numerous  illustrations  of 
signs  and  sign  uses. 

We  intend  to  revise  and  supplement  this  publication  as  necessary.  We 
welcome  and  encourage  comments  and  suggestions  for  improvements.  Good 
photographs  of  all  types  of  signs  are  constantly  needed  and  will  be 
welcomed  for  use  as  additional  or  replacement  illustrations.   Please 
send  glossy  prints  ^"x5"  or  larger  with  complete  data  as  to  district, 
subject,  use,  location,  and  identification. 

This  handbook  is  designed  largely  for  use  by  BLM  personnel  in  State  and 
District  Offices  in  conjunction  with  project  and  operational  activities. 
Much  valuable  material  was  obtained  from  signs  handbooks  of  other 
Government  agencies.  All  State  offices  have  been  furnished  copies  of 
the  following  important  reference  publications.  These  publications  con- 
tain much  detailed  design  procedure  which  should  be  used  by  all  persons 
designing  BLM  signs  to  supplement  data  included  in  this  handbook. 

1.  "Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices,  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,"  which 
gives  standards  for  all  traffic  control  signs. 

2.  "American  Standard  Specifications  for  Industrial  Accident 
Prevention  Signs,  American  Standards  Association, "  which 
gives  standards  for  all  safety  signs.  ^ 
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3'   "Sign  HsmdlDOok,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Forest  Service."  Appendices  I  and  II  of  this  book  give 
standard  alphabet  designs  for  various  sizes  and  styles 
of  block  letters. 
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9130 . 01  Objective  and  Policy. 

A.  Signs  and  posters  shall  be  used  as  necessary  to  insure  effective 
administration^  management^  and  protection  of  the  public  lands  and 
resources;  promote  the  safety  and  convenience  of  public  land  visitors 
and  users;  and  to  provide  information  about  geographic  and  historical 
features;  use  of  the  public  lands,  and  management  of  the  public  lands. 

B.  The  material  presented  herein  describes  the  entire  Bureau  signs 
program  and  includes  permanent  signs  and  temporary  and  permanent 
posters. 

C.  All  signs  and  posters  must  be  designed  and  located  to  insure 
that  they  wiiLL  be  seen  and  clearly  understood  by  the  public.  Complete 
guidelines  for  sign  and  poster  design,  selection  of  materials,  construc- 
tion location  and  erection,  supplemented  by  numerous  illustrations  of 
approved  designs,  are  presented  in  9135  DESIGN  AJND  UTILIZATION. 

D.  Direction  and  other  signs  on  public  roads  and  railroads  shall 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  public  access  authority  responsible 
for  maintenance  of  the  road  or  railroad. 

E.  Separate  projects  shall  not  be  designated  for  any  phase  of  the 
sign  program.  The  cost  of  sign  procurement,  cons timet ion,  and  mainte- 
nance must  be  borne  by  the  activity  or  project  that  it  principally 
benefits . 

9130 . 02  Authority. 

A.  The  Division  of 

Engineering  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  establishment  and 
control  of  the  Bureau  Signs  Program.  This  responsibility  includes  con- 
trol of  the  standard  signs  program,  signs  design,  appixDval  of  all  pro- 
posed nev  signs,  development  of  guidelines  for  field  operations  per- 
taining to  the  use  of  signs,  determination  that  all  signs  are  adequate 
and  consistent  with  the  objectives  of  the  Bureau,  and  such  other 
actions  as  are  necessary  for  pjroper  administration  of  the  program. 

B.  The  Division  of  Management  Analysis,  cooperating  with  the 
Division  of  Engineering,  is  responsible  for  numbering,  printing,  and 
initial  issue  of  all  standard  Bureau  posters.  The  Denver  Field 
Administrative  Office  is  responsible  for  their  stocking  and  supply. 
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C.  Each  division  of  the  Bureau  is  responsible  for  the  determination 
of  needs  and  for  the  use  of  the  signs  and  posters  needed  to  adequately 
and  effectively  carry  out  the  programs  of  the  activities  administered 
by  it. 

9130.03  Responsibilities ♦ 

A.  Washington  Office.  The  Washington  Office  is  responsible  for  the 
sei-vicewide  policy  pertaining  to  signs  and  for  the  issuance  of  proper 
instructions  and  guidelines  for: 

1.  Structural  design. 

2.  Technical  specifications  for  sign  production  and 
manufacture . 

•3.  Technical  sign  and  poster  specifications  and  standards, 
material,  lettering,  paint,  enamel,  stain,  and  erection. 

h.     Text  of  signs  and  posters,  especially  those  which  involve 
public  education  or  guidance. 

B.  State  Offices. 

1.  State  offices  are  responsible  for  signs  and  posters  in  the 
respective  States.  Specifically,  they  will  approve  plans  for  complete 
coverage  with  needed  si^ns  and  posters  installed  in  accordance  with 

9135  -  DESIGN  AND  UTILIZATION,  to  provide: 

a.  Sufficient  safety  information 

b.  Adequate  guidajice  on  roads,  trails,  and  airfields. 

c.  Prescribed  identification  of  roads,  trails,  and  airfields. 

d.  Information  on  Bureau  projects  such  as  range  improvement 
projects,  forest  improvement  projects,  and  conservation  projects; 
natural  features  of  the  area;  public  facilities  such  as  recreation, 
picnic,  and  camping  sites,  and  headquarters  locations. 

e.  Information  about  the  public  lands  and  incentives  to 
properly  use  and  pixjtect  this  resource. 
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2.  The  State  office  shall  conduct  inspections  to  assure  district 
compliance  with  the  approved  signs  program. 

C.  IDistrict  Offices.  The  district  offices  are  responsible  for  sign- 
posting the  districts  in  accordance  with  the  responsibilities  listed 
under  State  offices.  The  district  office  shall: 

1.  Prepare  and  maintain  an  approved  sign  plan  and  a  poster  plan 
for  the  district. 

2.  Requisition  needed  signs  and  posters. 

3.  Properly  install  signs  and  posters  and  remove  them  when  no 
longer  needed. 

k.     Maintain  sign  installations  and  replace  posters  which  are 
weathered  or  imsightly. 

9130.  Oit-  Definitions . 

A.  Signs. 

1.  Signs  are  permanently  installed  and  maintained  public  notices, 
directions,  information,  and  instructions  of  a  lasting  nature.  Signs 
are  normally  of  more  rugged  and  permanent  design  than  posters.  Signs, 
being  of  durable  and  sometimes  elaborate  construction  are  maintained 

to  prolong  their  useful  life,  the  same  as  any  other  structure. 
Normally,  they  are  procured  as  needed  from  local  manufacturer.  Federal 
Prison  Industries,  National  Park  Service,  etc.,  and  are  not  stocked 
either  locally  or  centrally  for  later  issue.  Therefore,  a  sign  number 
is  not  assigned  as  for  standard  stock  posters.  All  items  except  BLM 
stock  items  and  other  posters  as  defined  under  "B"  shall  be  referred 
to  as  signs. 

2.  Signs  are  further  classified  as  "standard"  signs  and  "special" 
signs.  Standard  signs  are  those  for  which  iiniform  standards  of  design 
have  been  established  by  the  industry.  Traffic  signs  are  exanrples. 
Special  signs  are  those  \riiich  are  applicable  to  only  one  or  a  few 
specific  conditions  such  as  guide  signs  ("Rainbow  Lake  Trail"),  informa- 
tion signs  j("Alber  Reforestation  Project"),  and  recreation  signs 
("Tent  Poles,  Please  Return"  -  See  Illustration  .32B-i<-).  Special  signs 
are  tailor-made  for  the  job.  They  are  individually  ordered  or  construc- 
ted and  selection  of  design  and  materials  in  accordance  with  the  guide- 
lines set  forth  herein  is  required. 
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B.  Posters .  Posters  include  all  notices,  directions,  information, 
and  instructions  ordinarily  printed  on  paper,  cardboard,  or  light  metal. 
They  include  safety  rules,  campground  regulations,  timber  sale  notices, 
fire  rules,  fire  prevention  data,  etc.  Posters  are  normally  stock 
items,  carrying  a  stock  item  number,  and  are  replaced  rather  than  being 
repaired.  All  numbered  items  maintained  in  centi^l  stock  at  the  Denver 
Field  Administrative  Office  or  local  district  and  State  offices  shall 
be  referred  to  as  jKDsters. 

9130.05  Plans. 
A.  Sign  Plans. 

1.  Each  district  manager  will  prepare  and  maintain  a  sign  plan 
for  his  district.  The  plan  will  individually  list  and  describe  all 
signs  that  are  installed  and  permanently  maintained.  Prepare  these 
plans  on  a  management  unit  or  other  feasible  area  basis  and  establish 
priorities  for  erecting  signs.  The  highest  priority  areas  will  be 
where  long-term  ELM  management  is  planned. 

2.  In  the  preparation  of  this  sign  plan  complete  Form  U-l686a, 
or  Form  ^-l686b.  District  Sign  Requisition  and  Record,  for  each  pro- 
posed sign.  See  Illustrations  .05A2-1  and  .05A2-2. 

3.  Number  each  proposed  sign  in  a  chronological  manner  and  key 
it  to  a  map  showing  the  location  and  number  for  each  sign.  If  the 
State  Director  wishes  to  consolidate  ordering  of  signs,  this  form  may 
be  used  by  the  district  to  requisition  signs.  Each  district  is 
required  to  maintain  a  sign  record  for  all  permanent  sigrfs  showing: 

a.  The  location  of  each  sign. 

b.  The  wording  or  symbol  on  the  sign. 

c.  Type  of  sign. 

d.  Date  of  erection. 

e.  Date  last  printed  or  otherwise  rehabilitated. 

k.     Where  practical,  take  photos  of  the  more  important  signs  and 
file  with  the  sign  record.  Such  photos  would  vividly  portray  the  word- 
ing and  symbols  on  the  sign  and  show  the  type  of  sign.

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B.  Poster  Plans.  Each  district  manager  will  prepaid  and  maintain 
a  poster  plan  for  his  district.  It  will  list  all  current  posters, 
identifying  the  general  location  of  posters  or  posted  areas  and  the 
date  erected  as  well  as  the  peilod  for  which  each  wi3JL  be  required. 
If  temporary,  a  date  will  be  shown  as  to  when  posters  should  be  removed. 

9131  STAMDARDS 

9131 . 1  Identifications . 

.11  When  appropriate,  identify  the  Bureau  and  the  Department  on  signs. 
The  names  of  both  may  be  given  as  follows: 

UNITED  STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  INTERIOR 
BUREAU  OF  LAND  MANAGEMENT 

In  all  cases  "United  States  Department  of  the  Interior"  must  precede 
"Bureau  of  Land  Management"  and  must  be  in  slightly  larger  letters. 
The  Bureau  of  Land  Management  emblem  may  be  used  together  with  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  seal.  In  no  case  shall  the  Bureau  be  named 
without  the  Department  also  being  identified  by  seal,  or  name,  and  in 
no  case  shall  the  Bureau  emblem  be  displayed  without  the  Department 
seal  also  being  displayed.  On  signs  that  do  not  name  the  Bureau  or 
the  Department  it  is  permissible  to  use  a  "trade -mark"  of  appropriate 
size,  such  as   $|^  .  On  standard  posters  which  are  stock  items  the 
initials  BIM  in  conjunction  with  a  poster  n\imber  shall  be  used  in 
order  to  facilitate  supply  from  local  or  central  BIM   storage  points. 
See  9135  -  DESIGN  AND  UTILIZATION,  Illustrations  .71B-1,  2,  3,  H 

23,   30,  31>   32,  33;  3^;  35>  and  .22D-k.     The  design  for  all  futiire 
revisions  of  existing  signs  and  all  new  signs  and  posters  shall  conform 
to  the  above  criteria. 

.12  Guidelines  for  appropriateness  of  identification  are: 

A.  Inscribe  all  large  and  important  signs  such  as  massive  portal 
signs  or  large  information  signs  with  the  name  of  the  Department  and 
the  najne  of  the  Bureau. 

B.  Do  not  name  the  Department  or  the  Bureau  on  standard  traffic 
signs,  guide  signs,  safety  signs,  or  small  signs  such  as  information 
and  utility  signs  within  recreation  sites. 

C.  On  small  information  type  signs  identify  the  Department  and  the 
Bureau,  either  by  naming  them  or  by  affixing  the  Department  seal  and 
the  Bureau  emblem. 
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D.  On  guide  signs,  small  information  and  utility  signs  within 
recreation  sites  it  is  appropriate  to  use  a  tiude-mark  of  appropriate 
size  such  as  ^1^  . 

E.  On  standard  posters  which  are  stock  items  it  is  appropriate  to 
use  the  initials  Bli^  in  conjimction  with  the  poster  number. 

9131*2  Letters  and  abbreviations.  Use  vertical  capital  letters 
exclusively  on  all  signs.  Do  not  use  abbreviations  on  large  and 
important  signs.  Following  is  a  list  of  approved  abbreviations  appro- 
priate for  use  on  smaller  information  and  guide  signs:

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9131.3  Construction  Types.  In  general,,  signs  may  be  classified  into 
tvo  construction  types;  namely,  rustic  and  pa^inted.   Rustic  signs  are 
those  constructed  of  native  stone  and/or  forest  materials  in  their 
natural  forms  to  blend  with  the  natural  surroundings.  A  primitive 
appearance  is  necessary  in  rustic  signs;  it  is  the  chief  characteristic 
•which  distinguishes  them  from  other  signs.   Painted  signs  are  signs 
painted  on  manufactured  or  processed  materials  such  as  finished  linnber, 
plastic ;  or  metal. 

.k     Selection  of  Ty^s_-     For  purposes  of  standardization  and  safety, 
construct  all  traffic  control  signs  of  metal,  plastic,  or  resin  bonded 
waterproof  plywood.   Construct  rustic  type  signs  for  recreation  site 
and  portal  signs.   The  State  Director  shall  establish  the  type,  rustic 
or  painted,  of  guide  sign  desired  in  his  State.  For  purposes  of 
uniformity,  all  guide  signs  should  be  of  one  type  within  a  given  State. 
Information  signs  may  be  of  either  type.   Select  the  type  on  a  sign  by 
sign  basis  depending  upon  the  intended  appeal  of  the  sign.  For  example, 
identification  of  a  range  seeding  study  area  adjacent  to  a  highway 
might  require  a  painted  sign  while  identification  of  a  prominent  natural 
feature  might  require  a  rustic  sign.   Rigid  rustic  design  standards  are 
impossible,  as  each  sign  must  fit  its  environment.   Place  reliance  upon 
good  judgment  giving  due  consideration  to  the  pre-ctical  as  well  as 
appropriate  appearance  with  respect  to  natural  surroundings.   Illustra- 
tions and  further  discussion  of  various  rustic  designed  signs  are  given 
in  9135-2,  .3,  and  .k. 

.5  Materials ♦   Construct  all  painted  type  wood  signs  either  of  well- 
seasoned,  clean  lumber  with  one  clear  face  and  the  other  side  free  from 
wave,  loose  Imots  or  large  pitch  pockets;  or  exterior  plywood  over 
which  has  been  applied  to  both  sides  of  the  wood,  at  the  time  of  manu- 
facture, a  thin  sheet  of  medium  density  resin  fiber.  Make  all  painted 
wooden  signs  over  six  inches  wide  of  plywood.  Make  all  painted  signs, 
except  safety  and  traffic  signs,  with  black  letters  on  white  background. 

.6  Paint .  Use  first  quality,  exterior  type,  sign  paint  or  enamel  for 
wooden  signs.  The  paint  shoiild  produce  a  true  color  tone  which  will  not 
change  under  exposure,  and  a  tough  surface  without  cracks  or  other 
blemishes.   Properly  prime  all  wood  surfaces  before  applying  the  finish 
coat.   The  finish  coat  should  produce  a  semigloss  finish  which  is  free 
from  brush  marks,  blisters,  wrinld.es,  or  other  blemishes.   Treat  rustic 
signs  with  either  a  natural  or  stained  finish  so  as  to  harmonize  with 
the  environment.  The  letters  must  have  sufficient  contrast  against  the 
signboard  to  be  readily  visible  and  legible  for  the  class  of  travel 
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sei-ved,  or  at  the  speed  with  iihich  they  must  he  read  in  passing.  The 
use  of  white,  cream,  or  ivoiy  letters,  made  hy  flowing  paint  into  the 
routed  letters,  is  especially  appropriate  for  most  rustic  signs. 

9132  MAinXFACTURE  AMD  PROCUREMENT. 

9132.1  Standard  Posters.  All  currently  approved  standard  posters  are 
listed  under  9135.7.      A  supply  of  all  appi^Dved  standard  posters  is 
stocked  at  the  Field  Administrative  Office,  Denver,  and  may  be  obtained 
directly  from  that  office  through  regular  requisitioning  procedures. 

.2  Hon-Standard  Signs  LocsLLly  Manufact\ired.  Signs,  not  including 
standard  stocked  posters,  may  be  manufactured  by  BLM  personnel  in 
district  shops,  using  guidelines  given  herein,  providing  the  cost  is 
less  than  comparable  signs  available  from  prescribed  sources.  Appen- 
dixes I  and  II  of  the  "Sign  Handbook"  for  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Forest  Service,  contains  much  infonnation,  such  as 
standard  letter  diiasnsions  and  spacings  that  should  be  of  assistance  to 
any  district  shop  which  makes  signs  and  in  designing  and  writing  speci- 
fications for  signs  to  be  purchased. 

.3  Mandatoiy  Pi-ocTirement .  Under  Section  k22k   of  Title  I8  of  the 

United  States  Code,  it  is  mandatory  that  all  signs,  including  rustic  k^ 

signs,  which  are  not  purchased  from  other  Federal  agencies  (such  as  ^^-' 

the  National  Park  Service)  be  obtained  from  Federal  penal  institutions. 

In  the  States  of  Alaska,  Arizona,  California,  Colorado,  Idaho,  Montana, 

Nevada,  New  Mexico,  Oregon,  Utah,  Washington,  and  Vtyoming,  orders  will 

be  placed  with  the  Federal  Prison  Industries  Sign  Shop  at  McNeil  Island," 

Washington.  Illustration  9135 -HB  is  a  Schediile  of  Products. 
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9135  BESICaJ  AKD  UTTT.T7.ATI0N. 

This  section  includes  basic  procedures  for  using,  designing,  Jocatii^g 
and  erecting  all  permanent  and  temporary  BIM  signs  and  posters. 

9135.1  Traffic  Signs. 
.11  Using. 

A.  The  traffic  signs  covered  in  this  section  are  the  standard 
regulatory  and  warning  type.  Guide  signs  are  covered  in  9135*2.  In 
general,  vaming  signs  should  he  used  on  BLM  ix)ads  in  preference  to 
regulatory  signs.  For  example,  "yield  right  of  way"  in  place  of  "stop" 
or  "safe  speed"  instead  of  "speed  limit."  This  preference  does  not, 
nowever,  rule  out  the  use  of  regulatory  signs  when  appropriate. 

B.  The  purpose  of  regulatoiy  signs  is  to  inform  the  road  user  of 
the  applicability  of  certain  legal  requirements  that  would  not  other- 
wise be  apparent.  Such  signs  shoiild  not  be 'used  unless  some  provision 
has  been  made  for  their  enforcement.  The  terras  of  BIM  road  use  permits 
and  timber  sales  contracts  should  bind  the  permittees  and  licensees  to 
obey  BLM  regulatory  signs  as  posted.  Regulatory  signs  should  be  used 
only  when  clearly  essential.  Illustration  9135 'HB  Shows  the  regulatory 
and  warning  signs  that  will  be  most  commonly  used.  Regulatory  and/or 
warning  information  may  be  appropriate  on  other  types  of  signs  hut 
judicious  use  is  necessaiy. 

.22  Designing.  All  traffic  signs  shall  conform  with  the  requirements 
prescribed  in  the  "Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices  for  Streets 
and  Highways"  .as  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  in  June  I96I. 
Conformity  in  design  includes  shape,  color,  symbols,  wording  and  letter- 
ing. When  ordered  from  Prison  Industries,  Inc.,  as  required  in  9132 
these  signs  conform  to  the  aforementioned  Manual.  See  Illustration 
9135 -IIB  "^OT   "Schedule  of  Products, "  Federal  Prison  Industries,  Inc. 

.13  Locating. 

A.  Since  warning  and  regulatory  signs  are  placed  primarily  for  the 
protection  of  the  driver  -who   is  not  acquainted  with  the  road,  it  is 
very  important  that  their  locations  be  given  careful  study   The  dis- 
tances at  which  signs  should  be  placed  in  advance  of  the  hazards  can- 
not be  fixed  rigidly  but  they  shoiild  be  placed  in  the  most  advantageous 
positions  and  acconmodated  to  the  road  design  and  alinement.  Place 
signs  on  the  right  side  of  the  roadway  approximately  at  right  angles  to 
the  direction  of  travel  and  facing  the  traffic  they  serve.  Face

The  reflectorized  sheeting  used  in  our  Sign  Plant 
is  of  a  retro-reflective  nature,  conforming  to  Military  Specification,  MIL-R-13689,  latest  issue 
in  effect. 

These  signs  all  have  a  white  background,  with  the  exception  of  No.  MS-R-39,  page  eight,  which 
is  yellow.  The  legends  on  all  signs  are  black,  with  the  following  exceptions:  MS-R-18,  MS-R-19, 
and  MS-R-26,  red ;  MS-R-22,  is  green.  MS-R-3  is  silk-screen  printed  in  reverse,  giving  a  white 
legend  on  a  black  background.

This  sign  is  painted  on  exterior  plywood  over  which  has  been  permanently  bonded  to  both 
sides  of  the  wood,  at  time  of  manufacture,  a  thin  sheet  of  medium  density  resin-fiber.  One  primer 
coat,  followed  by  two  coats  of  semi-gloss  alkyd  enamel  assures  durability  under  extreme  climatic 
conditions. 

This  sign  is  made  to  customer's  order  and  specifications.  The  legend  is  applied  by  silk-screen 
printing.  The  signs  are  available  in  any  color,  or  combination  of  colors,  and  with  any  of  the  various 
coatings  and  reflecting  materials  used  in  commercial  practice. 

Upon  customer's  inquiry,  the  Industries'  layout  department  can  recommend  or  advise  on  size 
and  suitable  lettering  and  symbol  use  for  the  sign  desired. 

A  price  quotation  will  be  furnished  on  inquiries  stating  legend  and  quantity  of  signs  desired.

These  signs  are  available  in  various  types  of  either  routed  or  painted  lettering.  The  routed 
type  letters  are  normally  filled  with  white  aircraft  lacquer  for  durability. 

Signs  with  a  rough-cut  surface  are  treated  with  a  penetrating  oil  stain;  signs  with  a  smooth 
surface  are  treated  with  two  coats  of  semi-gloss,  weather  resistant  stain.  Both  finishes  give  an 
excellent  background  for  the  white  legend. 

Signs  of  this  type  are  widely  used  in  recreation  areas  of  the  National  Parks.  All  of  the  types 
and  designs  of  routed  signs,  as  illustrated  in  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  Sign  Handbook 
for  the  Forest  Service,  or  of  similar  design,  are  available. 

Inquiries  are  invited  for  further  information,  and  for  prices. 
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reflector! zed  signs  slightly  tovard  the  road  and  face  other  signs 
slightly  away  from  the  road  as  necessary  to  reduce  glare.  Whenever 
possible;,  avoid  locations  on  the  side  of  curves,  in  sags  in  the  pro- 
file, where  other  objects  obscure  the  view,  or  where  interference  with 
road  maintenance  equipment  may  result.   Signs  on  road  shoulders  or 
roadsides  should  be  not  less  than  six  feet  nor  more  than  ten  feet  from 
the  edge  of  the  traveled  roadway,  and  so  mounted  that  the  bottom  is 
2^  feet  above  the  crown  of  the  roadway. 

B.  Locate  stop  .signs  exactly  where  the  vehicles  are  expected  to 
stop.  As  a  rule,  this  will  be  within  20  feet  of  the  intersected  road. 

C.  Railroad  signs  should  be  furnished,  erected  and  maintained  by 
the  railroad  company.  Regolatoiy  signs  at  intersections  with  county 

or  State  roads  or  highways  ordinarily  should  be  furnished,  erected,  and 
maintained  by  the  respective  road  authorities. 

D.  Warning  signs  ordinarily  should  be  located  from  300  to  500  feet 
in  advance  of  the  hazard.  Driving  speeds  are  sin  important  factor  in 
determining  this  distance  and  in  all  cases  a  sirfficient  time  intei^val 
for  the  driver  to  take  the  advised  action  should  be  taken  into 
consideration. 

9135 . 2  Guide  Signs. 

.21  Using. 

A.  Guide  signs  are  used  to  mark  routes  of  travel.   They  direct  the 
traveler  to  his  destination.  Because  they  are  designed  to  accomplish 
this  purpose,  legibility  for  the  class  of  travel  involved  is  the  domi- 
nating factor  in  their  design.  Except  for  special  conditions,  the 
signs  should  be  made  of  wood. 

B.  Two  types  of  guide  signs  are  used,  the  rustic  and  painted  wood. 
Use  the  type  that  harmonizes  best  with  the  surrounding  landscape.  As 
a  general  rule,  use  painted  signs  except  around  scenic  and  recreation 
areas. 
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9130  -  SIGNS 
.22  Designing. 

A.  Guide  signs  are  generally  rectangular  in  shape  with  the  long 
side  horizontal.   They  may  he  solid  or  slatted.  Give  the  message  con- 
cisely and  in  a  fev  vords.  Determine  the  size  of  the  sign  by  the 
length  of  the  message  and  size  of  the  lettering.  Avoid  placing  the 
letters  or  words  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  a  crowded  appearance. 

B.  To  direct  the  public,  these  signs  should  be  obvious ,  but  should 
not  be  gaudy  by  excessive  size  of  lettering.  Choose  the  letters  for 
easy  reading  by  the  traveler  at  rates  of  speed  common  in  the  area. 
Consider,  also,  the  mode  of  travel- -pedestrian,  equestrian,  vehicular-- 
in  selecting  letter  size.  Use  capital  letters  on  all  guide  signs. 

C.  In  addition  to  the  name  of  the  point  to  -vdiich  the  traveler  is 
directed  the  directional  sign  includes  an  arrow  and  most  generally  the 
distance  to  the  point  in  miles.   If  mileage  figures  are  not  standard 
practice  in  the  State,  they  may  be  omitted.  When  two  or  more  destina- 
tions are  given  on  one  sign,  the  nearest  destination  should  be  at  the 
top,  followed  by  the  next  nearest  point,  etc.  Limit  signs  which  show 
designated  directional  points  to  four  lines. 

D.  At  every  road  intersection  show  the  route  nimiber  for  each  road. 
The  route  number  sign  may  be  mounted  on  the  same  post  as  the  guide 
signs  or  on  separate  posts.  The  nimiber  signs  are  intended  primarily 
for  the  guidance  of  official  traffic  and  the  identification  of  roads 
within  the  total  transportation  system;  therefore,  they  need  not  be 
particularly  large  and  conspicuous.   They  will  be  small  horizontal- 
rectangular  signs.   Place  them  parallel  to  the  road  which  the  number 
designates.   See  Illustration  .22D-1.   Illustrations  .22D-1,  .22D-2, 
.22D-3^  and  .22D-4  are  designs  of  approved  guide  signs. 

.23  Locating.   Guide  signs  are  located  at  road  or  trail  intersections. 
Place  the  sign  so  that  the  line  of  sight  of  the  traveler,  when  at  the 
most  strategic  point  to  view  it,  is  nearly  at  right  angles  to  the  face 
of  the  sign.  Make  the  height  from  the  groimd  surface  such  that  the 
traveler  will  have  the  best  perspective  view.   Illustrations  .23-1^ 
.23-2,  .23-3,  .23-4,  and  .23-5  arc  examples  for  locating  guide  signs. 

.2k     Erecting.  As  a  general  rule,  fasten  mstic  signs  to  pole  type 
treated  wood  posts.  Fasten  painted  signs  either  to  treated  wood  timber 
posts  or  ±0  selected  steel  posts,  depending  on  the  terrain  ajid  use  of 
the  area  in  which  the  sign  is  located.  The  treatment  of  the  post  is 
comparable  to  that  of  the  sign.   In  every  case  it  should  be  erected  to 
harmonize  with  the  surrounding  landscape.  Illustration  .2k   shows 
typical  designs  for  sign  hangers.

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9135 . 3  Recreation  Signs. 

.31  Using.  Recreation  signs  consist  of  several  designs  which  serve 
specific  purposes  of  furnishing  information  to  the  recreation  users. 
All  signs  used  within  recreation  sites  shall  be  rustic  in  type  and 
simple  in  design.  They  are  designed,  located,  auid  erected  to  harmonize 
with  the  landscape  and  are  generally  less  conspicuous  than  other  traffic, 
guide,  and  directional  signs.  Wording  is  brief  and  concise. 

.32  Designing. 

A.  Recreation  entrance  signs  are  generally  of  massive  construction 
and  designed  to  harmonize  with  the  entrance  lajidscape.   Illustrations 

.32A-I  and  .32i\-2  arc  approved  entrance  sign  designs. 

B.  Other  signs  in  recreation  sites  are  used  to  call  attention  to 
natural  points  of  interest,  trails,  observation  points,  safety,  and 
restrictive  regulations,  smd  improvements.  'Ehey  are  of  the  small  rustic 
type.   Illustrations  .32B-1  to  .32B-^  are  approved  designs  for  these 
signs. 

C.  Mark  areas  or  points  which  may  be  hazards  with  caution  or  warn- 
ing signs.  These  are  also  small  rustic  type  signs. 

.33  Locating.  Locate  the  entrance  sign  for  convenient  reading  by 
travelers  entering  the  site.  Place  information,  camping,  utility,  and 
other  types  of  signs  in  locations  where  they  will  most  effectively  con- 
vey the  message  to  the  public. 

.3^  Erecting.  The  proper  use  of  natural  mounting  material  is  important 
if  the  desired  harmony  with  the  surroundings  is  to  be  achieved.  Use 
round  posts,  native  stone,  or  other  natural  mounting  materials  whenever 
practical.  Hew  tops  of  posts  to  a  rounded  or  bl\mt  point.  Use  low 
signs  except  for  entrance  signs  as  traffic  in  recreation  site^  is  either 
slow  vehic\ilar,  or  pedestrian.  Illustration  ,2k   shows  designs  for 
hangers  for  erecting  signs  and  Illustrations  .32A,  .32B-1,  and  .32B-2 
show  examples  of  natural  mountings.

A.  Information  signs  are  used  to  call  attention  to  Bureau  projects, 
experimental  areas,  management  areas,  administrative  sites,  district 
boiindaries,  historical  points,  and  physical  features  of  scenic  value, 
and  to  explain  the  programs  of  the  Bureau  to  the  public. 

B.  Portal  signs  for  all  major  BIM  road  systems  will  be  installed  at 
the  entrances  of  all  such  road  systems.  See  Illustrations  .41B-1, 
.iMB-2,  and  .ijlB-3'. 

C.  Any  BIM  project,  adjacent  to  a  main  traveled  road,  vhich  results 
in  a  visible  structure  or  noticeable  change  in  the  landscape  should  be 
explained  to  the  tourists  and  local  residents  by  use  of  an  information 
sign.  For  example,  a  range  reseeding  or  a  reforestation  project  should 
be  identified,  particularly  if  outstanding  and  noticeable  resiilts  are 
obtained  by  the  rehabilitation.  See  Illustrations  .UlC-1  and  .41C-2. 

D.  Large  fire  areas  might  be  identified  with  infonnation  signs, 
telling  the  course  of  the  fire,  cost  of  suppression,  comments  on 
rehabilitation  carried  out  and  other  pertinent  facts.  See  Illustration 

E.  Logging  operations,  particularly  clear-cut  areas,  should  be 
explained,  telling  the  economic  story  of  the  wood  being  harvested  and 
comments  on  the  job  of  reforestation.  Too  often,  through  lack  of  under- 
standing, the  average  person  will  think  an  area  is  being  denuded,  when 
actually  the  timber,  like  a  field  of  grain,  is  being  harvested  properly 
and  the  area  is  being  reforested  for  future  crops. 

.k2     Designing. 

A.  Each  sign  has  a  specific  purpose.  Plan  and  design  it  to  serve 
this  purpose  effectively.  Keep  in  mind  that  the  information  sign  is  to 
give  information  without  appearing  to  become  the  center  of  attention. 
Give  the  message  concisely  in  a  few  words. 

B.  Make  the  size  of  the  sign  large  enough  to  contain  the  message 
without  the  words  or  lines  looking  cravrded..     The  shape  of  information 
signs  is  generally  rectangular  with  the  long  side  horizontal.  Use 
capital  letters.  The  size  of  the  letters  will  vary.  Select  letter 
sizes  that  will  accommodate  the  traveler  at  reasonable  speeds  and  which 
will  not  have  a  gaudy  or  sales  pitch  appearance. 
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Illustration  9135.41C-1 
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C.  The  shape  may  vary  to  harmonize  with  surrounding  landscape  or 
unusual  conditions.  When  directional  arrow  will  aid  the  traveler  to 
locate  a  point  of  interest,  it  should  be  used. 

D.  Generally,  these  will  "be  either  painted  wooden  or  rustic  signs 
and  the  selection  of  the  proper  type  will  depend  upon  the  general  land- 
scape. As  a  rule,  painted  signs  are  "best  adapted  to  populated  areas, 
and  open  country  where  higher  traveling  speeds  prevail,  while  rustic 
signs  are  "best  adapted  to  areas  of  high  scenic  value  and  waysides. 
Desiens  of  information  signs  are  shown  in  Illustrations  .i4-2D-l  to 
A2D-5. 

.^3  Locating.  Select  the  location  such  that  the  sign  will  he  in  full 
view  of  the  traveler  at  a  distance  greater  than  it  can  be  read  and  such 
that  it  will  harmonize  with  the  landscape.  Place  the  sign  either 
parallel  to  the  route  of  travel  or  at  its  center  line,  whichever  is  to 
the  advantage  of  the  traveler.  Illustration  .23-5  gives  examples  for 
locating  information  signs. 

.hk     Erecting.  Fasten  instic  signs  to  pole  type  treated  wood  posts. 
Fasten  painted  signs  to  wood  treated  timber  posts  or  steel  posts, 
depending  on  the  terrain  and  use  of  the  area  in  which  the  sign  is  to  "be 
located.  The  finish  treatment  of  the  post  is  comparable  to  that  of  the 
sign.  In  every  case  it  should  be  erected  to  harmonize  with  the  surround- 
ing landscape.  The  height  of  the  sign  from  the  ground  surface  is  con- 
trolled for  the  best  prospective  view  to  the  traveler  and  harmony  with 
the  countryside.  Seek  to  achieve  a  balance  of  these  factor^. 
Illustration  .2k   shows  typical  details  for  sign  hangers. 

9135 . 5  Fire  Signs  and  Posters. 

.51  Using.  Special  types  of  signs  are  used  in  fire  pre suppression  and 
suppression  work.  Those  used  in  presuppression  work  are  permanent 
painted  wood  or  metal  signs  and  teraporaiy  posters.  In  fire  suppression 
work  only  posters  are  used,  which  are  generally  made  of  plastic  or 
cardboard  materials.  Rustic  signs  are  not  used  except  for  presuppres- 
sion work  in  areas  of  high  scenic  value. 
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9130  -  SI(2JS 
.  52  Designing. 

A.  Design  posters  used  in  fire  suppression  work  for  reading  at  a 
quick  glance.  Make  the  letters  large  and  message  "brief.  These  posters 
give  a  message  for  action  without  consideration  of  landscape.  Illustra- 
tions .71B-17:,  .7IB-I8,  .7IB-2O  and  ,71B-21  are  standard  posters  used 
in  fire  suppression  work.  They  are  stock  items  and  may  be  obtained 
directly  from  the  Denver  Field  Administrative  Office  through  normal 
procurement  procedures. 

B.  PresuEpression  posters  are  designed  to  warn  the  j)ublic  of  fire 
hazards  and  make  them  conscious  of  the  need  for  their  cooperation  in 
preventing  forest  and  range  fires.   Illustrations  .713-13^  .7IB-IU, 
.7IB-I6,  .7IB-I9,  .7IB-22,  and  .7IB-23  are  standard  posters  used  in 
fire  pre  suppression.   They  are ->  stock  items  and  may  be  obtained  directly 
from  the  Denver  Field  Administrative  Office  through  normal  procurement 
procedures.   Illustrations  .52B-1,  .52B-2,  .52B-3^  and  .52B-U  are 
examples  of  permanent  pre suppression  signs.  The  standards  of  sign 
design  stated  under  Section  9131  are  also  applicable  to  these  signs. 

.53  Locating. 

A.  Permanent  pre suppression  signs  should  be  located  on  well  traveled 
roads  in  areas  where  BIM  does  its  own  fire  protection.  The  contracting 
protective  agency  should  erect  and  maintain  all  such  signs  in  areas 
where  fire  protection  is  done  under  contract.  In  selecting  the  location 
for  such  signs  the  prime  consideration  is  to  reach  the  public.  The 
edge  of  towns  or  other  speed  zones  are  good  locations  providing  there 
are  no  advertising  signs  to  compete  for  the  traveler's  attention.  This 
type  of  sign  should  attract  attention  but  should  not  appear  gaudy. 

B.  Use  temporary  pre suppression  posters  in  areas  frequented  by 
users  of  the  public  lands  such  as  waysides,  campgrounds ,  trails,  suid 
roads.  These  posters  should  not  be  used  in  scenic  areas  except  when 
absolutely  necessary.  If  necessary  to  place  such  posters  near  scenic 
attractions,  locate  them  in  the  vicinity  of  the  parking  lot  or  where 
they  will  not  distract  from  the  natural  scenic  beauty  of  the  area. 
Except  on  bulletin  boards,  avoid  mounting  more  than  one  poster  at  a 
single  location. 

C.  Fire  suppression  posters  are  located  to  expedite  fire  control 
work.  The  primary  factor  to  consider  in  locating  them  is  that  of  direc- 
ting operations  within  a  minimum  of  time.  Post  roads  and  trails  at  all 
junction  points  and  at  appropriate  intermediate  points  to  assist  crews 
going  to  or  working  in  the  fire  area. 
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Application;   The  Fire  Guard  Location  Sign  is  primarily  designed 
to  facilitate  the  reporting  of  fires  on  the  public  lands.  The 
device  should  be  of  value  in  acquainting  tourists,  general 
transients,  and  local  citizens  with  the  proper  place  to  report 
fires.   This  sign  also  adds  to  the  fire  guard's  prestige.  Mount 
along  the  public  highway  at  the  entrance  to  the  fire  guard's 
residence. 
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.5^  Erecting  and  Removing.  Mount  permanent  signs  on  suitable  supports 
as  outlined  under  9131     of  this  handbook.  Mount  posters,  except 
fire  suppression  posters,  on  bulletin  boards  or  blackboards  as  outlined 
under  9135.6.      Remove  seasonal  and  fire  suppression  posters  lAien 
their  purjxjse  has  been  served.  Replace  all  faded,  illegible,  or 
unsightly  posters  promptly. 


9135.6  Safety  Posters. 

.61  Using.  The  use  of  these  posters  is  obvious.  All  hazards  shall  be 
properly  posted  vith  the  pertinent  type  of  poster.  For  the  standard 
type  safety  poster  any  message  may  be  selected,  but  it  should  be  con- 
cise and  appropriate. 

.62  Designing. 

A.  All  safety  posters  shall  be  designed  in  accordance  with  "Americsm 
Standard  Specifications  for  Industrial  Accident  Prevention  Signs" 
sponsored  by  the  National  Safety  Council  and  published  by  American 
Standards  Association.  Illustrations  5.71B39,  5.71B^O,  ^.TlB^fl,  and 
5.713^2  show  tour   typical  safety  posters,  which  are  standard  stock 
items.  Standard  safety  posters  shall  be  constructed  of  aluminiim  alloy 
sheets  at  least  O.O63  of  an  inch  in  thickness  or  of  20-gage  sheet 
steel.  A  baked  flexible  enamel  or  comparable  finish  shall  be  used.

Section  18S5:  "Whoever,  willfully  and  without  authority,  sets  on  fire 
any  timber,  underbrush,  or  grass  or  other  inflammable  material  upon  the 
public  domain  or  upon  any  lands  owned  or  leased  by  or  under  the  partial, 
concurrent,  or  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  . . .  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  $5,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  five  years,  or  both." 

Section  18S6:  "Whoever,  having  kindled  or  caused  to  be  kindled,  a 
fire  in  or  near  any  forest,  timber,  or  other  inflammable  material  upon  any 
lands  owned,  controlled  or  leased  by,  or  under  the  partial,  concurrent,  or 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  .  .  .  leaves  said  fire  without 
totally  extinguishing  the  same,  or  permits  or  suffers  said  fire  to  burn 
or  spread  beyond  his  control,  or  leaves  or  suffers  said  fire  to  burn  unat- 
tended, shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $500  or  imprisoned  not  more  than 
six  months,  or  both." 

Section  1858:  "Whoever  willfully  destroys,  defaces,  changes,  or 
removes  to  another  place  any  section  corner,  quarter-section  corner,  or 
meander  post,  on  any  Government  line  of  survey,  or  willfully  cuts  down 
any  witness  tree,  or  any  tree  blazed  to  mark  the  line  of  a  Government 
survey,  or  willfully  defaces,  changes,  or  removes  any  monument  or  bench 
mark  of  any  Government  survey,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $250  or 
imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months  or  both."

9130  -  SIGNS 

C.  Some  of  the  stsmdard  stock  posters  contain  "blank  spaces  for 
insertion  of  location,  date,  number,  and  other  specific  information. 
Various  means  have  been  used  for  entering  this  information,  such  as  use 
of  steel  stamping  dies,  paint,  and  etching.  These  methods  have  not 
always  proved  satisfactory.  The  following  guidelines  for  imp2X)ving  the 
quality  of  this  work  are  given; 

1.  Do  not  in  any  case  use  stamping  dies  or  etching  tools  which 
will  disturb  the  protective  coating  on  metal  posters. 

2.  Use  waterproof  ink  for  cardboard  posters. 

3.  Where  feasible,  use  waterproof  ink  or  self -adhering 
aluminum  or  plastic  tapes  with  embossed  lettering  on  metal  posters.

•72  Approving,  Revision,  Canceling. 

A.  All  posters  listed  and  illustrated  under  9135.7     are  approved 
and  authorized  for  use.  Washington  Office  approval  must  be  obtained 
for  all  new  posters,  the  revision  of  existing  posters,  and  the  cancel- 
lation of  existing  posters.  The  Washington  Office  will  approve  the 
designs,  assign  the  members,  and  handle  the  procurement  of  all  standard 
posters  to  be  maintained  in  stock  at  the  Field  Administrative  Office, 
Denver.

9130  -  SIGNS 


B.  Where  a  definite  need  exists  in  any  field  office  or  Bureau 
activity  for  a  new  poster  not  currently  stocked  or  for  revision  of  a 
currently  stocked  poster,  that  office  or  activity  should  make  appro- 
priate request  or  proposal  to  the  Washington  Office. 

C.  The  following  are  guidelines  for  proposals  for  new  and  revised 
posters. 

1.  The  pixDposal  must  be  for  a  poster  that  woiild  have  wide  appli- 
cation and  use — in  general.  Bureau-wide,  but  in  all  cases  more  than  one 
State . 

2.  Wording  should  be  the  best  usable  message — clear,  brief,  and 
appealing. 

3.  The  proposal  should  include  a  discussion  of  planned  use. 

.73  Poster  Numbering  System.  The  Branch  of  Organization  and 
Management,  Washington  Office,  will  be  responsible  for  assigning 
numbers  to  all  standard  posters.  They  will  be  numbered  in  chronologi- 
cal order,  each  number  being  preceded  by  the  letter  "S".  The  numbers 
assigned  will  be  placed  on  the  posters,  preceded  by  the  initials  BLM. 
The  month  and  year  in  which  the  poster  is  printed  will  be  placed  imder 
the  number.  For  example:  BLM  No.  S-kO 

(Oct.  1962) 
This  title  and  date  will  be  placed  in  the  upper  left-hand  comer  except 
on  posters  having  a  solid  color  panel  at  the  top  (for  example,  safety 
notices),  in  'vrtiich  case  they  will  be  placed  in  the  lower  left-hand  comer. 

9135-8  Special  OVpe  Signs. 

.81  Project  Markers. 

A.  General.  A  project  marker  is  a  special  type  of  information  sign 
used  for  permanent  reference  and  identification  of  BIM   construction  and 
improvement  projects.  Illustration  .81  shows  the  details  for  the 
approved  standard  project  marker.  The  cap  is  constructed  of  aluminiom 
alloy.  The  stem  or  post  is  constructed  of  standard  galvanized  iron 
pipe. 
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B.  Procuring.  These  markers  are  stocked  at  the  district  offices. 
Upon  depletion  of  the  stock  a  requisition  for  replenishment  is  sub- 
mitted to  the  Denver  Field  Adininistrative  Office.   There  the  requisi- 
tions are  consolidated  and  purchase  made  through  established  procure- 
ment contract  procedure. 

C.  Using.  Mark  all  significant  point  location  project  structures 
of  a  permanent  nature  constructed  by  BUA   such  as  roads,  bridges,  tovers, 
buildings,  permanent  camp  and  picnic  grounds,  dams,  wells,  and  spring 
developments.   The  marking  of  all  areal  and  lineal  projects  such  as 
revegetation  projects,  land  treatment  projects,  water spreading  systems, 
fences,  and  pipelines  is  not  required.  The  district  manager  shall 
determine  which  areal  and  lineal  projects  are  s\afficiently  significant 
and  permanent  to  be  marked.   See  Section  k'^62.2k,   Resource  Development 
and  Conservation  Marual. 

D.  Locating.   In  marking  stiructures  made  partly  of  concrete  place 
cap  directly  in  the  concrete  without  the  use  of  the  pipe  post;  for 
example,  in  a  comer  of  a  step  or  stoop  at  a  building,  in  the  concrete 
foundation  of  a  tower,  in  a  corner  of  the  concrete  platfoim  at  a  well, 
on  a  s\imp  wall  at  a  spring,  or  on  an  exposed  portion  of  a  bridge  abut- 
ment.  In  marking  roads  or  camp  and  picnic  grounds,  set  the  marker  in 
the  ground  near  the  portal  sign  where  it  will  be  protected  by  that  sign. 
In  marking  dams  set  the  marker  on  an  extension  of  the  center  line  of 
the  dam  near  the  end  from  which  the  dam  is  usually  approached  and  at  a 
point  where  it  is  not  likely  to  be  disturbed.   In  marking  areal  projects 
such  as  revegetation,  land  treatment,  or  waterspreading  projects,  set 
the  marker  adjacent  to  a  gate  or  road  entrance  to  the  project;  or  where 
a  large  information  sign  is  also  used  to  explain  the  project,  locate 
near  that  sign.   In  marking  fences  set  marker  in  alignment  with  the 
fence  near  gate(s).  For  pipelines  set  markers  at  the  termini  of  the 
line. 

E.  Erecting.  Except  where  the  cap  is  imbedded  directly  in  concrete 
structures,  set  the  pipe  post  in  firm  soil  to  a  depth  of  2k   to  26 
inches.   Tlius  the  cap  will  be  from  6  to  8  inches  above  ground,  high 
enough  to  be  seen  but  low  enough  that  it  will  not  likely  be  disturbed 
by  vehicles  or  livestock. 
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F.   Reference.  For  additional  details  on  the  use  of  project  markers 
and  instructions  on  stamping  the  markers^  see  Section  ^362. 2^+  of  the 
Resource  Development  and  Conservation  Manual. 

.82  Public  Land  Survey  Monument  Information  Sign. 

A.  Purpose. '  This  is  a  special  type  of  information  sign  vhich 
differs  from  other  information  signs  covered  in  this  handbook  primarily 
because  its  use  is  not  restricted  to  public  land  areas  administered  by 
the  district  managers.   The  purpose  of  the  sign  is  to  aid  in  the  dis- 
semination of  knowledge  of  the  rectangular  survey  system  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  create  a  greater  appreciation  for  survey  markers 
and  for  the  survey  system  they  represent. 

B.  Using.   Since  most  of  these  signs  mil  not  be  on  BHA   land  the 
primary  responsibility  for  their  use  will  be  \rith   the  State  offices. 
Make  an  examination  of  public  land  survey  markers  in  public  parks  and 
recreation  areas  in  the  State.   This  will  include  county,  State,  and 
national  parks  as  well  as  BM  and  roadside  recreation  areas.  No  doubt 
such  examination  will  reveal  one  or  two  survey  markers  in  each  area 
that  are  near  points  frequented  by  visitors  of  the  parks  and  recreation 
sites.   Place  an  information  sign  at  each  of  such  markers.   Be  sure  to 
obtain  permission  from  the  proper  authorities  before  placing  the  signs. 
This  is  not  a  crash  program  but  is  to  be  instigated  immediately  and 
carried  out  as'  a  continuing  project. 

C.  Designing.   Illustration  .82  and  .82B  show  a  typical  design  for 
a  public  land  survey  monument  information  sign.   Do  not  vaiy  the  word- 
ing given  in  the  illustration  except  as  necessary  to  make  it  applicable 
to  the  particular  marker  or  monument  being  publicized.  Use  routed 
letters  and  rustic  design  througiiout.  Use  the  letter  sizes  shown  in 
the  illustration. 

D.  Procuring  and  Erecting.   The  State  offices  will  be  responsible 
for  getting  the  signs  constructed  and  erected.   Guidelines  on  procure- 
ment procedure  are  given  under  9132.      In  erecting  make  certain 
that  the  sign  is  located  such  that  it  will  not  interfere  \rit'h   future 
surveys  made  from  the  monument. 
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E.   Sign  Record.  The  State  offices  shall  keep  a  permanent  record  of 
all  survey  monument  signs  placed,  identifying  the  park,  roadside,  site, 
or  recreation  area,  as  well  as  the  section,  township,  range,  and 
meridian  reference. 

.83  Metalphoto  Signs. 

A.  General .   Pictures  or  any  other  photographed  material  can  be 
reproduced  on  presensitized  anodized  aluminum  plates.   The  process  pro- 
duces a  permanent  locked-in  photograph  on  metal  in  black  on  natural 
aluminum  or  one  of  several  colors.   Photos  to  be  reproduced  must  be 
good  quality,  sharp,  glossy  prints.   Signs  can  be  made  in  sizes  up  to 
22"x26". 

B.  Using.  The  use  of  this  type  sign  is  limited  by  its  cost.   The 
cost  is  many  times  that  of  convential  signs.   Such  signs  are  adaptable 
for  use  in  locations  where  metal  signs  are  appropriate,  for  identifying 
plants  on  nature  trails,  locating  points  of  interest  at  overlooks,  and 
illustrating  wayside  exhibits. 

C.  Procuring.  Federal  Prison  Industries,  Inc.  has  facilities  for 

w       producing  finished  metalphoto  signs.   Offices  which  feel  they  have  ^       / 
M  sufficient  justification  and  need  for  this  type  sign  should  obtain   o  O^^M 

clearance  through  the  Washington  Office.

9130   -   SIGNS 

9136  CONSTRUCTION    (ERECTION) . 

Detailed  guidelines  for  the  erection  of  posters  and  signs  of  each 
functional  class  are  given  under  9135,  DESIGN  AND  UTILIZATION. 
Numerous  illustrations  are  given  showing  acceptable  mountings  and 
hangers . 

.1  General  Principles  of  Erection.  Some  general  principles  of 
mounting  and  hanger  construction  apply  in  the  erection  of  all  signs. 

A.  In  every  case,  erect  the  sign  to  harmonize  with  the  surrounding 
landscape.   For  example,  a  native  stone  base  might  be  most  appropriate 
in  a  desert  setting  while  a  post  support  of  a  local  species  of  timber 
might  be  most  appropriate  in  a  wooded  area. 

B.  Use  a  style  and  type  of  support  that  will  compliment  the  style 
and  type  of  the  actual  sign.   For  example,  steel  posts  normally  would 
not  be  used  to  support  a  rustic  routed  wood  sign  nor  would  a  native 
stone  pillar  be  used  to  support  a  painted  metal  sign. 

C.  It  is  just  as  important  that  a  sign  be  erected  so  that  it  will 
remain  plumb,  with  the  lettering  horizontal,  as  it  is  that  a  picture 
be  "square"  with  a  wall.   In  erecting  signs  make  certain  that  the  sign 
will  not  subsequently  sag  or  become  askew  because  of  a  yielding  found- 
ation, weathered  bolt  holes,  shrinking  or  bending  timbers,  or  other 
weaknesses  in  the  supports. 

D.  Use  noncorrosive  fasteners,  such  as  rods,  bolts,  nuts,  screws, 
and  washers  to  fasten  signs  to  posts  and  other  mounting  materials. 

E.  Where  permissible  to  mount  posters  and  small  metal  signs  directly 
on  trees,  use  copper  or  galvanized  nails. 

9137  MAINTENANCE. 

Keep  all  signs  neat,  legible,  and  in  good  condition.   This  will 
require  periodic  inspection.   Renew  all  paint  and  finishing  at  regular 
intervals  or  when  required.   Replace  posters  as  needed.   Remove  signs 
in  need  of  repair  at  the  beginning  of  the  minimum  use  period.   Repair 
and/or  paint  and  re-erect  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  heavy  use 
period.   Repair  and  paint  sign  supports  at  the  time  the  signs  are 
re-erected. 
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
